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The Gentlemen who are engaged in it, had 
long obſerved” the fruitleſs expences Which at- 
rended the caſe of the Poor-Sick it very Pariſh 7 
They ſaw, with great concern, that even the 
driwate Charities which were given for their re- 

| lief and ſupport were waſted, and rendered inef- 


Ectual, by the various forts of ill Management, 


which are too well known, and too heavily felt, 
to need any particular explanation. Theſe Abu- 
ſes are grown ſo general, that the very Fountains 
of Charity have been almoſt dried up; and Men 
hat were really inclined to encourage the induſ- 
tous Poor, and to aſſiſt them under the unavoi- 
dable Diſtreſſes, to which they are reduced by 
Sickneſs or Accidents, could not find a way to 
do it, without bringing an inſupportable burden 
upon themſelves VVV 
They perceived, that theſe Abuſes were part- 
ly occaſioned by the manner in which They be- 
ſtowed their Charitics, and that if the ſame Sums 
of Money were expended by themſelves in ſuch 


things as are of immediate Uſe to the Poor, A, 


or Moſt of the Grievances that are complained 
of, would be prevented, and Jen times as many 
Objects, as can poſſibly be ſupplied by the com- 
mon Methods, would be relieved: | OR 
_ Povexrry, of itſelf, gives no interruption, 
either to the pleaſures or comforts of Life, 'which 
are for the moſt part, enjqyed with a more ex-

| be laying it out to their own advantage; And 
if They did underſtand it more, they would be 
little the better for it, becauſe Money itſelf will 


not provide that inſtant: relief, which is always 


at hand in theſe Hoſpitals. The Supplies, 


which are immediately wanted, are here granted 


in kind without any delay. ADvice and M- 
DICcIiNESareto THE SICK, what Clothes are 


to the Naked, and Food to the Hungry. They 


anſwer every laudable end of Charity, and multi- 


ply every Good that can be done to the Poor in 
any other way. And indeed This is a Method 
of exerting our Good-Will to Mankind, which 
ſpeaks ſo irreſiſtibly both to the Head and the 
eart, that I am ready to perſuade My-Self, 
No One who is governed by either, can poſſibly 
withſtand it. And conſidering how much it ex- 
ceeds all other Schemes of relieving the Sick, 
and that if Half the Money that is given ſhould 
really be perverted, there would fill be more 
Good done by it, than by any other poſſible way 
of diftributing to the neceſſities of the Poor, Every 


Wiſe Man, would think it worth his while to 


| exert all endeavours in this way out of mere 


good Husbandry to Himſelf and the Publick; 


and Every Good Man would do it from a ſenſe 
of his Duty, as well as his affection and regard, 


to the moſt miſerable of his own Species. 


There are ſeveral Work-honſes eſtabliſhed in | 


many So the Kingdom, where Medicines 
are diſpenſed: But They are generally given 
without the advice of Phyſicians, and are only 
made up for the Poor of a particular Diſtrict, and 


that a very inconſiderable One, in compariſon of 


what is here intended. Nor do they at all 
' anſwer one great purpoſe of theſe Hoſpitals, 
- Which provide for the relief and comfort of Mul- 
' titudes, who do not come under the care of a 
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Pariſb or a Work-hosſe, but yet from being barely 
Supplied with the gecgſſaries of Life, are more 
entitled to the moſt compaſſionate regards of 
their Fellow- Creatures, than ſuch as are com- 
monly diſtinguiſhed by the name of TRE Poos. 
For They who are in preſent extremities, are the 
more peculiar Objects of the care of theſe chari- 
table Foundations, and ought always to be con- 
ſidered as ſuch ; nor ſhould any Inquiry be made 
how they come into ſuch unhappy circumſtances, 
but what is the ſpeedieſt, and moſt effectual man- 
ner of delivering them out of their Diſtreſs. 
THESE REFLECTIONS gave riſe to the 
Frſt Paper in the following Collection, which 
had the good Fortune to be received with Indul- 
gence; but, though the De/ign was approved, it 
was thought altogether incapable of being brought 
into execution, or made of any real Uſe to the 


County. Whilſt theſe were the Sentiments of 


Many Who ſincerely wiſhed well to the Publick, 
the nobleſt Charity in the World was in danger 
ot being thrown aſide, as a viſionary, impractica- 
ble Scheme. Many other Difficulties were raiſed, 
and Objections urged, which the Reader may 
eaſily form to himſelf from the different views 
and paſſions, by which Men are governed, pretty 
much alike, in all places. But as the Benefits o 
an Hoſpital had been thoroughly weighed againſt 
all the poible Objections that could be raiſed, 
and had received their full teſtimony from the on- 
ly places where They had been tried: And as it 
appeared to Us, that ſuch a Foundation would 
be of more Uſe in the Country, than even in Lon- 
don, where every other Help is always at hand; 
We determined to make an experiment, which, 
if it had miſcarried, could only have been attend- 
ed with ſome loſs to Our Selves; but on the 
other hand might be of inſinite Uſe to bs whole 
ES RE ingdom,

Eingdom, if We could ſhew it to be as practica- 


ble in other Places as in London. 
With this Reſolution, We proceeded to con- 


cert meaſures with ſome of the moſt judicious 
Perſons of the ſeveral Hoſpitals in Loudon, who 


very readily furniſhed Us with all the inſtructions 

which could be had from their Books,. and their 
own. Experience. In the mean while, We re- 
ſolved (With the encouragement of ſuch Perſons, 
as will always do honor to every undertaking) to 
open a Subſcription; and publiſhed the Second 


Paper, entitled Some farther Conſiderations, Ec. 


which had every effect that could be wiſhed, and 
much more than could reaſonably be expected. 
And, in order to give all the Weight We could to 


a Work of ſo much importance to the Publick, ſe- 
veral Perſons of the moſt conſequence, and ſome 


of every Denomination and Party, entered into a 
common engagement, to promote the execution 


of this Deſign, with all their Influence and Credit. 


But nothing contributed more to Our Succeſs, 
than the early Aſſiſtance We had from the 2200 
worthy and excellent PuYSTCIANSs, who have 
generouſly taken upon them the care of our Sa- 
tients, whereby they have made their Profeſſion 
a Bleſſing to the Needy, as well as an Honor to 
Themſelves. And to theſe have alſo been added 


two Surgeons, who have undertaken to ſerve the 


Hoſpital without fee or reward. ; 
As ſoon as We had formed Our Selves into a 
regular Society, with the conſent of all the Sub- 
ſcribers, We proceeded to draw up ſuch a Body 


of Ox DE RS and Cons TITUTIONS as arc 


accommodated to the nature of our Place, and 


beſt adapted to give our Benefactors a reaſonable 


aſſurance of a well- ordered Charity. For the 
managechent of our Affairs is entruſted to a ſelect 
number of Such, as are for the moſt part the 
1 „ greateſt 
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orcateſt Contributors, and conſequently the moſt 


Intereſted in our ſucceſs. And wherever theſe 
Charities ſhall be pn ws; Nothing ought to 
be more ſtudiouſly avoided, than placing the 
_ Government of them in many hands, which will 


always be attended with great confulfon; and 


will, in the end, proye fatal to the whole Deſign. 
The RuLes and ORDERS concerning the 


Government and Condud of the Houſe, are chiefly 


taken from Thoſe which are in Uſe at &, 
GRORGE'‚Ss Hoſpital near Hyde-Park Corner, and 


which are a Collection of the moſt approved Me- 


thods that have been tried in the beſt HospITALs 
at Home and Abroad; And They are ſo well cal- 
culated to promote every good End, that a re- 
gular and conſtant Obſervance of them, will pro- 
bably make thoſe Foundations as ſtrong and laſt- 


ing, as Any thing of this ſort is capable of being 


And as it is of the greateſt conſequence to en- 


courage Religion and Virtue amongſt the Poor, 
the Patients are furniſhed with proper Books of 
inſtruction; and al the Poor Who receive or 

expect any benefit from the Hoſpital, will be 
laid under ſuch reſtrictions, as may, by degrees, 


recover them out of that profligate State of Life, 


which is the general Complaint of our Times. 

By the publication of theſe Papers, We do 
not mean to propoſe them as perfect Patterns to 
be followed in every Other Inſtitution of this 


Kind: Few things are ſo well done at frft, as 


not to allow of conſiderable amendment; and 
One of the advantages We promiſe to qur ſelves, 
is to improve the Method We are in, by taking 


the judgment of the Publick, on what we have 
hitherto done. But We have reaſon to think, 


from Our Own Experience, that wherever an Un- 


dertaking of this Kind ſhall be attempted, a great

part of the Trouble and Hazard of it will be 
evented by knowing the Particulars. of what 
as been already done by Us. And it may alſo 
help to defeat a great deal of the Oppeſition,: 
which will always be made to the very beſt:

For when the Difficulties, which 
ariſe from a Notion of impracticableneſs, are re- 
moved, and the Road is made plain and ſmooth, 
it may be preſumed, that there will be Perſons of 
capacity and leiſure enough in every place, who 
will be glad to exerciſe themſelves in this ample 
Field for the Good of their Fellow- Creatures 
\ Qur'SwBSCRIPTIONS.At preſent amount to 
near Six Hundred Pounds a Year; and when the 
uſefulneſs of the Charity (which already begins 
to be felt with joy and tranſport by the Poor) 
comes to appear in its true Light, We may rea- 
ſonably expect a farther increate.; For the Num- 
ber of incurabls helpleſs, Objects that have al- 
ready come in our way, ſufficiently ſhew, what 
greater things are ftill to be done, when a propor- 
tionable Income can be raiſed for ſuch purpoſes. 
As to the management of our RęVEN UR, 
We have committed it to Such Hands, and 
guarded againſt any Abuſe ſo carefully, that 
there can be little reaſon to be fearful. of any 
miſapplication.. There were particular Benefacti- 
ons given for the extraordinary Repairs of the 
Houſe; and notwithſtanding the great expence. 
of Drugs and Medicines, Linnen, Beds, and 
other proper Furniture for the Houſe and the 
Diſpenſary, We hope to anſwer the Purpoſes of 
the Charity, even this frft Year, without borrow--

Whereas an Habit of 
bearing a compaſſionate regard to the wretched 
eſtate of our Poor Brethren, and of being better 
acquainted with their Circumſtances, makes Us 
know and feel that We are ſubject to /ike infirmi- 
ties; that the Loweſt are often (for that Reaſon) 
the leaſt corrupted Part of the World; and that 
it is not the outward Condition, but the immor- 
tal Mind that reſides within Us, which makes the 
true diſtinction between One Man and Another.

a maimed or broken Limb, an afflicted Body, or 
a diſtempered Head, are ſuch viſible and indiſpu- 
table 28 of the reality of a ſuffering State, 

| Senſe of Humanity, as well as Virtue, 
muſt be gone out of Us, before we can be deaf to

3. This Branch is of more uſe to the Door 


themſelves than any other. For, Health is one 


of the natural and common Bleſſings of tbeir 


rank, as on the other hand Sickneſs and Infirmi- 
ty are the price of thoſe irregularities which ordi- 
narily flow from the higher Stations of Life. So

that when the Poor are deprived of this Bleſſing, 
the Ballance of their eſtate is oyerturned, and 
They loſe that which ſhould be the portion of 


their Cup, and their Inheritance: From whence, 


we. have a more immediate call to help them, be- 
tore the waters have overwhelmed them, and the 


fir eam has gone over their Soul. They may then 


be enabled to bear up againſt the Evils, which at 
one and the ſame time afflict their Bodies, and de- 
prive them of thoſe very means of ſupport, that 
alone could make them any amends. For by 
this change of their condition their Poverty is ag- 
gravated, and They are left in the moſt naked 


and defenceleſs State, that can be imagined. 


In theſe Circumſtances we have the moſt fa- 
vourable Opportunities that can ever be afforded,

ſions, reforming their Manners, and ſhewing 
them how they may in patience poſſe/s their Souls ;, 
that through tribulation and diftreſs, they may be 


brought ro ſuch a ſenſe of their Duty to God and 


Man, as Multitudes of them never arrive at with- 


The Day of 
affliction is more eſpecially a proper time for them

Hours Reflection. And it is alſo the moſt fa- 
vorable Seaſon of. inſinuating, or inſtilling uſeful 
Knowledge into the minds of the Ignorant, who 
are ſeldom taught to refine away the principles of 
common Gratitude, but are naturally diſpoſed to 
incline their ear to ſuch of their Benefactors as 


(in the ſignificant phraſe of the Tſalmiſt) have

4. Now ſuch Benefits as theſe to the Poor, who 
make up the Bulk, and Weight (and I was going 
to add, the Power and Strength) of a Kingdom, 
ſufficiently prove the greater Excellence of this 
Charity to Societies in general, as well as the Poor 
in particular. And this will appear in the moſt 
irreſiſtable Light, if we conſider, that by the 
timely aſſiſtance we give to the Sick, we become 
the fortunate Inftruments, not only of ſaving a 
prodigious number of hands to the Pyblick ; but 
alſo of bringing to Light a numerous People in the

TxEsS x are the ſuperior Advantages of a Cha- 

rity, which is of ſo pure and unmixed a nature, 
and is ſo peculiarly calculated for the ſervice of 
Mankind, that we may eaſily account for the great 
pains which our Saviour took to lead Us into this 


comprehenſive manner of doing Good: Nor can 
any thing higher be ſaid of it, than that HE, who 


is always touched with a feeling of our Injfirmities, 


not only proved his — by Miracles, but at

the ſame time made thoſe Miracles evidences of his 
Benevolence, as well as of his Divine Authority ; 
and gave it in charge to his Diſciples to do the

Great Maſter, and the inſtructions He gave his 
Followers; from which we know aſſuredly, that

time be fired with ſecret indignation at the mean 


and ſelfiſn, hard-hearted, and narrow- ſpirited be- 


haviour of the Prieſt and Levite ; who perhaps 


were too much engaged in the ſervice of a Party, 


to give the general Cauſe of Humanity a place in

+ I fay This with the more freedom, becauſe it is 


the Glory of our preſent Undertaking, to have re-

For ſurely we ought to agree toact together 
in the common circumſtances of Life as Men ; and 
might even go on to do Good to ALL in gene-

And what is ſtill more; . 
4. The Good They may receive from ſuch a 
Foundation in their ſpiritual Concerns, is very evi- 
dent. For many religious purpoſes will be an- 
ſwered in a Place where an exact regularity of 
Manners ought to be maintained. It may rea- 
ſonably be preſumed, that great Numbers of the 
Poor muſt be inſenſibly reclaimed from their Vices, 
by the frequency of ſuch Reflections, as are ne- 
ceſſarily ſuggeſted in the Houſe of Mourning; as 
well as by the daily Spectacles of Miſery which 
They will have before their Eyes: And All of 
them will be ſupplied with the favourable Oppor- 
tunities of being aſſiſted, in their way to another 
Life, by the attendance and advice of Thoſe, 
Who are placed here in Honor and Quiet, by the 
generous proviſion of Ancient Benefaftors.

Tuftruments of Muſick; that drink Wine in Bowls, 
and anoint themſelves with the chief Ointments', but 
are not grieved for the Afliction of their Brethren : 
Which is ſo lively a deſcription of a luxurious, 
and what is called (in modern Phraſe) an elegant 
taſte of Life, that if requires no particular illuftra- 
tion. And all that I ſhall obſerve upon it, is, that 
whenever the ſtream of Faſhion and Cuſtom cat- 
rics Men into a courſe of ſiving, which naturally 
_ tends to make them inſenſible of what paſſes be- 
neath em, This ſort of Charity becomes then of 
more immediate Uſe ; that in the hurry and rage 
of Pride, or the {lumbers of Luxury and Eaſe, 
the Poor may not always be forgotten, and the pa- 
tient abiding of the Meck may not periſh for ever. 
I cannot cloſe theſe Reflections better, than by 
reminding you that the Charity which I have en- 
deavoured to recommend, was what employed a 
great part of Our Savrovax's Miniſtry here on 
Earth, and what He more immediately recom- 
| mended to his Followers. And if any additional 
encouragement can be given to this Circumſtance,

exceeded all that we know of it ſince Miracles 
were ceaſed.

theſe charitable Societies, without. Succeſs; becauſe 
They are incapable of extending their Foundati- 
ons (large as They are) in any manner that will 
anſwer the boundleſs wants of the Poor of a who/e. 

So that there can be no reaſonable 
doubt, but the laudable Beginning we have now 
made, will put it into the Hearts of the Liberal 


and well minded, and of Thoſe who have Power, 


and Intereſt in other CounTRrIEs, to make 
ſuch a proviſion for the ſicx and wounded Poor 
near their own Homes, as will be to the greater 


comfort and ſatisfaction of needy Families; as

HE large Sums of Money that are 
=== given away annually in this City, 
have been ſo far from anſwering 
the Charitable Purpoſes for which 
RS they were deſigned, that a great 
many Families are known to live in Idleneſs, 
on the ſupport they receive from the publick 
and private Diſtributions, which are frequently 
made here; and from which a great deal " $5 
Good might be reaſonably expected, if they 
were brought into another Channel. „ 
It has been thought by many, that the E- 
ſtabliſnment of an Infirmary or Hoſpital for 
Sick People, after the Manner of the Hoſpitals 
in London and Weſtminſter, would be the beſt 
Means of anſwering this Purpoſe; becauſe a 
due Proviſion for the Sick, is one of the moſt 
comprehenſive, as well as uſeful Specics of 
Charity; and becauſe an Eſtabliſhment of this 
kind is, of all others, the leaſt liable to Mif- 
application; and has been attended with the 
moſt Succeſs. 7

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For, by what has been done in London, Oc. 


we may ſee how Providentially the Hand of 
Go p has conducted a Work, tending ſo much 
to his Glory, and the Benefit of human So- 
ciety. And ir is hoped, that the certain Expe- 
rience we have had of the Uſefulneſs of ſuch 
Undertakings, will encourage all Perſons that 
are really diſpoſed to do 6503 to make this 
Eind of Charity more diffuſive and extenſive 
than it has hitherto been.

2h HE favourable Reception which the Pro-

met with in. this Place, having determined ſeveral 
Gentlemen to undertake the good Work, and 
make it as extenſive as they can, they think it 


their Duty to obviate any Appearance of Reaton, 
that may be urged againſt a Scheme, Which only

Wincheſter, Angult 14 1736. ; 
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"Wants to be better known, in order to be univet- 
ſally approved. 5 „ 
And they have the Pleaſure to obſerve, that the 
Variety of Sentiments on this Occaſion has hith- 
erto had a very different Effect from what might 
have been expected; and has contributed to give 
new Life to the Deſign, by obliging them to re- 
conſider the whole, ſo as to leave no real Ground 
for Objection, ' as far as it is poſſible to do in 
Human Things; at the ſame time that it has at- 
forded them an happy Opportunity of rectifying 
the miſtakes, and ſoftening the prejudices of 
thoſe who have been influenced by miſtepreſenta- 
tions; but are in themſelves diſpoſed to promote 
every Humane and Beneyolent Undertaking. 
I. It has been ſaid, that a Workhouſe is more 
wanted than an Hoſpital, And as there is no 
View of interfering with the excellent purpoſes 
of the Legiſlature, it may be enough to obſerve, 
that whenever a better Proviſion is made for the 
| Poor Sick, by Parliament, this Hoſpital will 
1 either ceaſe, or may become a Part of that Provi- 
i ſion. And indeed there cannot be a ſtronger Ar- 
| gument urged for executing the preſent Scheme, 
E than may be drawn from the Deſign which is now 
] * of erecting Publick Workhouſes in every 
II. It has alſo been objected, that the Poor 
are naturally averſe to any thing that carries the 
appearance of Conſtraint, or removing them from 
their own Families; which (if it ſhould be true) 
cannot affect this Propoſal, becauſe it has been 
expreſſy ſaid, that They who defire it ſhall be conſi- 
Aered and received as Our-PATIEN TS. For 
though the Governours will be in a readineſs to 
receive ſuch a number as cannot provide better for 
themſelves, (in proportion to the Contributions 
that axe made) None will be taken in but upon 
Ra . their 
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their own or their Friends ſolicitation and re- 


queſt; nor even then, but in very bad Caſes. 
And indeed, there is ſo little Ground for this 
Objection, that on the contrary, wherever an 


Hoſpital has been eſtabliſned, the Poor have 


eſteemed it as a common Bleſſing, and have flock- 
ed to it with the greateſt eagerneſs; which they 
will always do, if they are rightly informed. 
And good Reaſon they have 250 it; — when 


they find themſelves removed into a free Air; — 


with the advantages of a wholſome and proper 


Viet; — a clean and conſtant Attendance ; — the 


| beſt Advice; — and uo more Medicines than are 
 _. weceſſary; which, all together, are ſuch Helps 
towards a Recovesy, as are not to be had by the 
greater Part of ſuch as are able to maintain them»

So that when all theſe Circumſtances are conſi- 
dered, we muſt conclude it will be very happy 
for thoſe Poor Sick, whoſe good Fortune throws 
them into an Hoſpital, where they will be more 
taken Care of than many of their Betters. 
III. Others have ſuppoſed, that an Hoſpital 


will occaſion a reſort of Poor People to it, which 


may be attended with great inconveniencies to 
the City Whereas there are many reaſons to 
think that the Number of common Beggars will 


be conſiderably letfen'd by it. And this Objecti- 


on will be fully removed, if it be conſideted; 
that no Perſon can be entitled to receive any Me- 
dicines, but ſuch as are recommended by a Con- 
tributor; and that Whoever (not being an Inha-

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IV. And as it is a common Thing to meet 
with Objections of a contrary Nature to each 
other ; — Others have taken it for granted that 
there will not be Objects enough in the Country, 
to anſwer the purpoſes of a Publick Hoſpital. 
But this will have little weight with thoſe who 
have made any Obſervation on the Great Num- 
bers that apply for relief in the Winter-Scaſons 
of the Year; and who conſider of what Publick 
Service it would be for the Poor to meet with 
ſpeedy Aſſiſtance in all Dropſical — Rheumatick — 
Paralytick — and Scorbutick Caſes; as well as in 
Slow and Intermitting Fevers. - 
As to the Pariſh Books, . ee can be 
formed of the real number of proper Objects 
from them; becauſe many Chronical Caſes are 
found in Young Subjects, which they frequently 
Jabour under a Year or two together, without 
looking after any Remedy, if they can but go on 
with their daily Work, tho' with great Difficul- 
ty. In the mean while, their Families are bur- 
dened with a fruitleſs attendance, and great ex- 
; Pages which are ſtill more increaſed by the Un- 
happineſs of their being frequently thrown into 
the hands of ignorant Quacks and Impoſtors. And 
even in Aged Subjects an Hoſpital will be of cqual 
Uſe in removing theſe Chronical Diſorders ; (which 
ſeldom fall under the Cognizance of Pariſh-Ofh- 
 cers) becauſe No Body can tell how Jong they 
might continue to be uſeful to themſelves and 
their Families, if they met with timely Relief. 
And to be farther aſſured of the Uncertainty of 


 _ Pariſh-Books; we need only obſerve, that there 


are a Multitude of Caſes of a very dangerous na- 
ture, which the Poor daily ſuffer under in private, 
rather than apply themſelves to Pariſh-Officers.
